Senator La Follette’s wool and cotton 


tariff revision amendment to the reci- 


procity bill, proposes duty reductions 
which he calculates will save the «on- 
sumer $169,000,000 annually on cottons 
and $172,000,000 on woolens. ; 

In a statement explanatory of :the 
amendment Mr. La Follette says that 
against this enormous saving to the 
consumers, Which assumes that the price 
to the consumer would be reduced to 
the same extent as the reduction of duty, 
the loss of revenue to the government 
under the two schedules would approxi- 
mate $30,000,000. 

“The change for the woolen schedule 
as a whole,” says Mr. La Follette, “would 
represent a reduction from an average 
ad valorem of 61.74 per cent under the 
present to 38.24 per cent or a reduction 
of 234% ad valorem and over 38 per cent 
below the present rate. 

“The average ad valorem rate on cot- 
ton goods, including artificial silk, is to 
be reduced under the proposed amend- 
ments from 55.59 per cent under the 
present act to 20.45 per cent, represent- 
ing a reduction of over 26 per cent ad 
valorem and over 47 per cent below the 
present rate.”

IN WOODS NEAR 
PORCUPINE LAKE 


COBALT, 


Ont. With the property 
damage reaching into the millions the 
fire in the Porcupine districtyof New 
Ontario is still unchecked. The latest 
estimate of those killed is 200. 

Many of the richest mines in the re- 
gion have been destroyed and the flames 
are sweeping thousands of acres of 
heavily timbered lands to the north and 
west of Porcupine lake. 

DETROIT—Oscoda, ‘Ausable and Mil- 
lersburg were destroyed by fires in the 
lower peninsula of Michigan, it is 
learned today. Tower has only a few 
houses left standing. At Onaway part of 
the village was burned to the ground. 

The town of Waters, at first reported 
burned, was saved after an _ all-night 
fight. About $1,000,000 damage was 
done to the lumber supply and mills of 
the town. The village of Legrande is re- 
ported hemmed in by flames. Conditions 
are more favorable today. 

SOUTH WATERBORO, Me.—A timber 
land loss estimated at more than $100,- 
000 was caused by the fire which spread 
to the woods last night after wiping out 
30 odd buildings in this village with a 
loss of nearly the same amount. Plans 
are being made for rebuilding the village. 

YORK, Me.—-The fire which threat- 
ened Cape Neddick last night and the 
woods fire that has been burning“near 
Seabury for a week were considered 
under control early today, but a stiff 
breeze revived them somewhat. 

BRATTLEBORO, Vt.—More than 100 
men are fighting a forest fire on Black 
mountain at West Dummerston. Several 
houses are, in the path of the flames. 
Nearly 300 acres of timber land have 
already been burned over.

PROVIDENCE. R. I. — Cutting off 
Fields point, a projection into the chan- 
nel which has greatly hindered shipping, 
is to begin within a few weeks. This im- 
provement in the harbor is a part of the 
plan for spending over $1,000,000 upon 
the channel and harbor, and in the con- 
struction of municipal and state docks. 

The work at Fields point is to be done 
by the United States government, and 
coincident with it the city is to build a 
sea wall and municipal dock. The state 
has appropriated $500,000 for harbor im- 
provements and for state dock facilities. 

Bailey & Hannan, of Ogdensburg, N. 
Y., have been awarded the contract by 
the federal government for the work at 
Fields point. 

The cutting away of Fields point, with 
the widening and deepening of the chan- 
nel is one of the most important steps 
toward the improvement of Providence 
river and the upper harbor ever under- 
taken. This work will make it avail- 
able for the largest of vessels. 

The city is preparing to let the con 
*ract for the erection of the sea wal) 


_to cross Fields point after it has beer 
'eut off. The wall will be so built that 


portions of it may readily be developed 
into municipal docks. The commencing 
of this work will start a series of im- 
provements which will require probably 
two years to finish.

HERE is no doubt that the Ameri-

There has never been any 
question as to the efficiency of the tur- 
bine at high speed, but some of the 
naval vessels equipped with these engines 
have shown an alarming lack of econ- 
omy when driven at medium or cruising 
speeds—meaning speeds between 10 and 
15 knots an hour. 

Now the Utah has been tried out at 
the 10-knot gait and. has shown that she 
can get along well on a coal consurffption 
of 128 tons per day. That is a good 
deal of coal compared with the per- 
formance of quadruple expansion recip- 
rocatmg engines of like power, but it is 
actually much less than the consumption 
of other turbine battleships in the navy, 
allowing for the far greater tonnage of 
the Utah, and is very satisfactory to the 
designers, 

Indications are that for future battle- 
ships the navy department will look with 


reciprocating engines on the Utah class |

Here is a good example. In one of our 
large cities a three-story flat building 
was built providing two eight-room flats 
on each of the lower floors, and the third 
fioor was divided into four four-room 
flats. The flats on the third floor were 
always kept rented at $30 a month each, 
making a total of $120 for the floor. The 
flats on the first and second floors rented 
at $50 a month each, or a total of $100 
for each floor, and were rented only half 
of the time. This proves that the neigh. 
borhood was desirable for flat buildings, 
providing that the public’s demand for a 
that neighborhood were 
properly met. . 

Many people do not realize the value 
of appropriateness to location. They see 
something somewhere which they happen 
to take a notion to and build a building 
similar to it on a lot which they happen 
to have with no consideration whatever 
to the fact that a building which rents 
well in one neighborhood might not rent 
at all well in another location. 


For average purposes the ideal flat 
consists of a parlor or living room, dining 
room, kitchen, bathroom, two chambers 
for the family and one for a servant, 
making what we call a six-room flat. 
Every flat should include a sideboard, 
kitchen cupboards, built-in ice box and 
gas range. These items do not cost a 
great deal as a part of the total con- 
tract and impress on a prospective ten- 
ant the fact that all details contributing

MASSACHUSETTS 
GAS IN DEMAND 


The recent strength in Massachusetts 
Gas common stock, which sold at a new 
high record of 94% this week is attrib- 
uted to reinvestment of July dividend 
and interest disbursements, as there has 
been no improvement in the business of 
the subsidiary companies to warrant 
higher quotations.

It is probable that 
the sales of gas by the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company this month will not 
exceed 265,000,000 cubic feet, which will 
be the smallest output for any month in 
nearly a year and less than for July a 
year ago. 

The consumption of gas always shows 
a sharp falling off as summer weather 
approaches, but the percentage of de- 
crease this year will probably be the 
largest for any year in the history of the 
company. December and January are the 
big months for gas sales, the sales last 
January being about 490,000,000 cubic 
feet, or 85 per cent larger than the cur- 
rent month will show.

Wirn the crusade against dishonest 
| importers and evaders of law which Sec- 
retary MacVeagh has waged during the past 
three years all honest Americans sympathize. 
The striking gains that have come to the 
federal treasury from rigid and impartial 
inspection by customs officials have not been 
overlooked or unappreciated. hy taxpayers 
and by citizens who understand the unfor- 
tunate effect upon society of law unenforced 
or enforced partially and with discriminations in favor of the rich 
or the politically powerful. The taxpayer likes the record of larger 
receipts because it eases his burden. The citizen favors admin- 
istrative efficiency and integrity because he knows that it will imcrease 
respect for*law, and also relieve many subordinate customs officials 
trom equivocal acts forced upon them by men high in office. 

Coincident with this stiffening up of the customs inspection 
service there has been a new reading of the law relative to the 
amount of goods from abroad which returning Americans may 
bring in free of duty. It has made considerable trouble for people 
of limited means. The effort of Uncle Sam to add to the national 
income by checking the average tourist’s purchase of relatively tnex- 
pensive gifts for kinsfolk and for friends has not made a fortunate 
impression upon returning teachers, professional men and women 
and travelers with moderate incomes. 

Consequently, it is not at all surprising that Congressman Weeks 
hastintroduced a bill, that, if it becomes law, will raise the linnt 
of non-dutiable goods that may be brought in by returning Amer- 
icans from $100 to $200. For pecuniary as well as esthetic reasons 
the government may feel that it can afford to be generous in its 
treatment of the tourist class. Large as the total value of goods 
brought in from abroad may be, it is a comparatively small sum 
when put alongside of the gain to domestic producers, through the 
increase in demand for goods of certain kinds and grades that travel 
abroad invariably creates. Traveling, after all, is incidental and 
not the main thing to most Americans who come home from [Europe 
and Asia. They get during the “outing” ideas and tdeals that last 
through life, and that create demands which American manufac- 
turers and traders thereafter profit by steadily. It would, therefore, 
seem unwise to make it difficult for tourists to return home with 
eifts that cannot fail to educate the permanent home-purchasing

It is the fashion nowadays for executives to use their intluence in 
killing bills by informal announcement of opposition, or to use their 
potential power of veto as an implement with which proposed laws 
can be shaped in a way to avoid a clash between executive and legisla- 
tive departments. 

Governor Foss, 
broadly speaking, has preferred the traditional and more formal way. 
He has registered his dissent in vetoes and in an unusually large 
number of cases has been overruled by the Legislature. 

Time will tell whether American voters best like a Governor 
who diplomatically shapes legislation prior to its enactment, or one 
who endeavors to defeat what he believes to be crude and unwise 
measures by vetoes. There is this to be said for the latter method, 
that it is a matter of record, and open to voters’ analysis of motives 
and arguments as no ante-enactment agreements of executives and

Without much doubt, however, Governor Foss would alienate 
fewer would-be allies and win over more of his avowed opponents 
if he would modify some of the ways and methods that have perhaps 
been accentuated by exercise of undisputed authority during a long 
business career and use more tact. It is also probably trme that his 
official indictments would come nearer to be accepted as models of 
sound and accurate induction if he would assure the public of sufh- 
cient data for his generalizations and avoid giving an impression 
that much of what he does bears marks of haste ‘and impulse.

These were pirated and paper covered, of 
course, but the point which is emphasized || 
by recalling. this. not altogether creditable |; 

period is, that ‘cheapness in price by no a 
means cheapened the work of the great Vic- —  — aa 
torian novelists. Nor did it have the effect of creating an exclusive 
taste for cheap editions. At the very time that the American mar- 
ket was literally flooded with cheap reprints of the works of Charles 
Dickens, Messrs. Ticknor & Fields of Bosten were able to present 
Charles Dickens with a check for $50,000 as part of the yet profits 
gained by that eminent publishing house on the issue of its “Diamond 
edition” of Dickens. . 

The shilling novel has long been popular in the United King- 
dom, and: its standard has been well maintained. All European 
travelers are acquainted with the Tauchnitz reprints, and all have 
kindly words to say for them. They are cheap only in price. In 
this country for the last few years what might be called “seconds” 
in paper and+binding have been distributed by the trade, and copy- 
right books. have in this manner obtained a greater sale and a wider 
reading than would have come to them had the conventional “net” 
price of the publishers been adheted to. 


It seems, however, that there is pending an even greater depar- 
ture from the. “$1.50 net” rule than that which has been forced 
by the department stores and other modern agencies for the wider 
dissemination of good literature at low prices. An eastern pub- 
lisher 1s quoted as saying that the day of the novel in cloth or 
pasteboard binding is almost over, and that soon 25 cents will buy 
copyright fiction of the best character in paper covers. 

Now, it may be that if this. shall happen the trade will be for 
a time somewhat confused by the change. It is possible, too, that 
the writers of fiction may, also, for a time be somewhat upset. But 
unless the laws that govern all other trades are inapplicable to book 
writing and book publishing, the cheapening and’ popularizing of 
good literature will mark the beginning of a more prosperous era 
for beth. It has always been rather puzzling to the thoughtful 
observer that authors and publishers should be content with limited 
sales and, consequently, with limited profits, when unlimited sales 
and unlimited profits seemed to be awaiting them. The first-class 
cloth-bound novel that now finds a limited mumber of readers at 
$1.50 net would find an unlimited number at 25 cents, and if the 
profits on each cheap book would be smaller the number sold would 
doubtless be so increased as*not only to compensate for the reduc- 
tion but to make the total gain of author and publisher immensely 
preater. 

There is, of course, another and larger view of the matter 
to be taken. Without question, the Victorian novelists were more 
widely read by Americans than their successors in England have 
been. The imternational copyright law has well nigh abolished 
piracy. Dickens, Thackeray and others had good reason for com- 
plaining of the conditions that gave them popularity, without div- 
idends, in this country. But bad as that system was, it left us the 
lesson that the best American novels will be widely read by the 
public if they are placed within the public's reach. This lesson, 
it appears, is at length to bear full fruit, and it looks as if, in the 
long run, author, publisher and reader would all share alike im 
the profits. \

tions. What the latter have decreed as to courses of study suitable 
for high schools has been -accepted without a murmur. The high 
schools have been administered as if they existed for the minority 
of their graduates who would go to college and must pass tests 
imposed by it. Power has resided above; and the high schools have 
danced to the tune set by the scholastic pipers. 

But a new era has dawned. Public high schools are venturing 
to adapt their courses of study to the fact that for most of their 
pupils educational careers will cease with their high school gradua- 
tion, and also to the fact that were the courses more practical more 
children in the grammar grades would enter the high schools. Here- 
after the ground to be covered will be less mm area, but the process 
of cultivation more thorough. Major studies will be planned with 
2 view more to the serviceability of the information acquired and 
its applicability to mature experience, and less tothe use of such 
learning in later academic study. Colleges and universities here- 
after must-concede more freely the evidential value of school records 
as to work done by an applicant, and place less stress upon formal 
written or oral examinations. States with an uncoordinated and 
only paftially democratized system of education must awaken.to the 
competition of.stgtes that are organized in a modern and consistent 
way, and muét get closer to the people with their culture and special- 
ized knowledge. : 

Many signs point to understanding of this trend by university 
educators, else recent concessions by Harvard, Yale and the Univers- 
ity of Chicago would not have been mage. Another straw showing 
how the current is running is the report just made to the National 
Education Associgtion by a special committee appointed last year 
to consider “Articulation of High School and College.” Reports 
by similar’committees to this largest of gatherings of educators have. 
materially affected the course of national educational history. Briefly 
summarized, what is recommended? <A eurriculum better suited 
to equip pupils who will not go to college, and simpler and less 
formal tests for those who do go. The secondary school will be 
more assertive of its right to determine its own curriculum, and 
less subservient to the college and the university. 

In short, revolt is on, and the victory seems ta lie ultimately 
with the revolutionists, for the simple reason that the high schools 
can flourish without the colleges and universities, but the latter are 
increasingly dependent upon the former, both for a larger percentage! 
of their pupils and their high-rank scholars. 
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
